Five Opinions Received Yesterday 
for Filing. 
The Judgment in the 


New Trial Ordered in the Sapperfield 
Damage Suit.

Five decisions were received from 
headquarters for filing in this city by 


Deputy Clerk Ashmore of the Supreme | 


Court yesterday. 

In the case of Concepcion Alaniz, 
(respondent) vs. Pierre Casenave et al., 
(appellants) the judgment and order 
appealed from are affirmed. This ac- 


, tion was for an accounting and to compel, 


the reconveyance of real estate. The 
plaintiff claimed that after the marriage 
of her adopted daughter and niece to 
the defendant, Pierre, in 1870, the lat- 
ter took .charge of her business and 
has, ever since continued to manage 
and control the same, as her agent. In 
1874 plaintiff sold some property and 
placed the proceeds, about $22,000, in 
the hands of said Pierre, who purchased 
certain lots in this city with a portion 
of the money, taking the deeds in her 
name, but retained the larger portion 
of the money. On June 17, 1875, he 
proposed to her that for the purpose of 
managing. her business she should con- 


vey all the lands to him, promising to 


reconvey on demand, which she did. 
On May 22, 1888, he conveyed said 
lands to his wife; the other defendant, 


“by deed of gift, and pretended that he 


did not reeeive the samein trust but 
purchased it from plaintiff. 

The jidgment and order denying a 
new trial in the case of Sappenfield (re- 
spondent) vs. the Main Street and Ag- 
ricultural Park Railroad Company (ap- 
pellant,) are reversed. On November 
22, 1888, plaintiff, while engaged in 


> the service of the defendant asa driver, 


was driving a horse called Dan, which 
was hitched to car No. 4, along Main 
street near Tenth when the horse became 
detached from the car and dragged 
ang over the dashboard, throwing 

im upon the track, where he was run 
over by the car and received such in- 


~ juries as necessitated the amputation of 


one of his legs. For damage thus sus- 
tained he brought this action, alleging 
that it had been caused by defendant’s 
negligence in furnishing him with an 
unsafe and ungovernable horse, and a 
car whose ‘appliances and attach- 
ments’’ were in an unsafe and danger- 
ous condition. The case was tried by a 
jury and a verdict rendered in favor of 
plaintiff. The trial Court having erred 
in its instructions to the jury the cause 
is remanded. - 


Inthe case of M. L. Ferguson (re-} 


spondent) vs. Alexander McBean et al. 
(appellants,) the judgm.nt and order 
are reversed and the cause remanded 


tothe Superior Court. to. 


sustain the demurrers to the complaint, 
with leave to plaintiff to amend as she 
may be advised. This was an action to 
foreclose a yendor’s lien on a contract, 
The judgment in the case of Emma 
G. Lattin et al. (appellant) vs. Henry 
T. Hazard (respondent,) is affirmed. 
This action was to enforce specific per- 
formances of an agreement between 
James McLoughlin and a number of 
person who owned various tracts of 
land in this city through which they 
agreed to give him the 
of tric & for a street railroad. The 
Court holds that it makes no difference 
whether the covenants are concurrent 
or not. The agreement that McLough- 
lin will operate the road for the stipu-

“A FORGED MORTGAGE. 


Bold Attempt to Victimize a 
Money Lender. 


A Clever Confidence Game That Was. 
Almost Successful. 


The Forger Caught in the Act and 
Landed in Jail. 

J.C. Hoy Impersonates M. M. Green, and 
as Such Tries to Mortgage the 
Latter’s Ranch—The 
Fraud Detected, 


One of the boldest attempts at gentle- 
manly highway robbery that was ever 
attempted in this city, or infact in any 
city onthe coast, came to light yester-° 
day afternoon at 12:80 o'clock, when

Stassforth’s office inthe California Club 
building, on the corner of Broadway and 
First street, and locked up on a charge 
of forging the name of M. M. Green, who 
is well known inthiscity, and lives on 
an eighty-acre farmon Vermont avenue.

Notwithstanding all the grunting and 
growling about hard times in the United 
States, the incotestible figures of the 
census returns show that, as a people, 
we have been growing rich very rap- 
idly. The value of real estate and“per- 
sonal property, as actually assesséd by 
the officials of the several States and 
Territories, makes up the © following 
grand aggregates, stated in round num- 
bars: 

In 1860, twelve billions.” 

In 1870, fourteen billions. 

In 1880, seventeen billions. 

Int 1890, twenty-four and a quartar 
billions. | 

As the estimated true valuation ex- 
ceeds considerably the assessments, 
these figures are expanded to read as 
as follows: | 

In 1860, sixteen billions. 

In 1870, thirty billions. 

In 1880, forty-three and two-thirds 
billions. 

In 1890; sixty-two and two-thirds 
billions. 

However, taking the actual figures of 
the assessors as a cfiterion, it appears 
that the value of all property in the 
United States increased during the de- 
cade 1880-1890 from $16,902,998.,- 
543 to $24,249,589,804, being an ad- 
vance of $7,346,596,261—an amount 
equivalent to the true value of all prop- 
erty as returned by United States 
census in 1850. In other words, the 
country increased its wealth in ten years 
by as large an amount as it owned alto- 
gether forty years ago. 

In £860 the per capita wealth was 
$514; in 1870 it was $780; in 1880 it 


Soit appears'that we have grown more 
rapidly in wealth than in population. 

As to the talk about the ‘“‘rich becom- 
ing richer and the poor poorer,’’ that

FROM THE SOUTH SEAS. 
Sullivan at Sydney—A Ceylon Tragedy— 
Australia’s Navy. 

San Francisco, Sept 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Mariposa brings the 
following advices from Australia and 
the South Sea: | 

A party of five roughs attacked John 
L. Sullivan while in Her Majesty’s sa- 
loon, at Sydney, but the latter anda 
companion promptly -knocked them 
down, after which the roughs escaped.

There was no 
income from other sources, and all of 
the net income from operation was wiped 
out by interest payments, taxes, rentals 
andimprovements, which amounted in 
alito $581,198.78, making a deficit 
of $295,749.. Thetotal deficit for the 
whole term of operation has been 
$1,029,467.53. One of the .chief 


sources of financial loss last year was }4- 


theextensive washouts along the line. 
The passenger revenue of the line 


was $626,121.41; mail, . 852,- 
733.51; express, $34,600; extra, 
bargage and storage, $14,728.76; 


other items, $4464.85, making the
